C 5.04 Complaint. The board’s complaint shall contain:
(1) The name atid address of any person complained against,

(2) A plain and concise statément of the facts constituting the
alleged violation. If the alleged violation of the statute or admin-
istrative rule is a continuing one, its general nature and the ap-
proximate time covered shall be stated in the complaint; but if one or
more specific incidents are relied on, each shall be alleged with such
particularity as to time, place and circumstance, as may be necessary
to advise the respondent of each violation involved. The offense may
be alleged in the language of the statute or rule claimed to have been
violated, and shall conclude; “contrary tos, _______ of the Statutes,”
or “contrary to Wis.
